Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that Hill fails to disclose the 
serpentine pattern is a staggered pattern because the staggered serpentine configuration has deformable segment that are longer or 
shorter that static segments, such that the ends of adjacent deformable segments are offset in a direction substantially parallel to 
longitudinal axes of the deformable segments. This is not persuasive because these features are not recited or reflected In the rejected 
claim. Although the claim are interpreted in light of the specification, limitation from the specification are not read Into the claim, see In re 
Van Geuns, 988 F.22d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Furthermore, it is proper to use the specification to interpret what the 
applicant meant by a word or phase recited in the claim. However, it is not proper to read the limitations appearing in the specification into 
the claim when these limitations are not recited in the claim; Intervet America Inc. v. Kee-Vet Lab.
